The Wonderful Growth of | 
Atlanta. 





In our last issue we noticed the 
publication of a very interesting 
pamphlet, compiled by Col. I. W, 
Avery, under the direction of the 
General Information Committee of 
the National Commercial Convention, 
setting forth the growth of Atlanta, 
and also giving much information of 
value regarding the State of Georgia. 
From this pamphlet we have com- 
piled the following facts and figures: 

In 1864, Atlanta, through the dis- 
asters of war, was almost completely 
destroyed by fire, only 600 out of 
6,000 houses being left. The city 
was, however, speedily rebuilt, and, 
notwithstanding the poverty of the 
Southern people at the close of the 
terrible civil war, Atlanta pushed for- 
ward and steadily increased in popu- 
lation and wealth. In 1865 Atlanta’s 
population was 10,000, in 1870 it was 
21,788, in 1880 37,409, and in 1885 it 
is 56,837. The taxable property has 
increased from $16,500,000 in 1874 to 
$28,857,116 in 1885. In all branches 
of trade and industry, in educational, 
social and religious institutions, the 
rate of progress has been probably as 
great as in manufactures, but it is 





more especially to the last that we 
wish to refer at present. 

What Atlanta has done is an illus- 
tration of what the whole South is 
doing. Atlanta’s fame as an indus- 
trial centre is more widely extended 
than that of the great majority of 
Southern towns and cities, and while 
there are not many that have made 
better progress, yet there are quite a 
number that have done equally as 
well. Atlanta may be taken as a fair 
representative of the New South, and 
its growth since 1880 as a fair expo- 
nent of what the South has done since 
then, though probably somewhat in ad- 
vance of the Southasa whole. Com- 
paring the statistics of manufactures 
in Atlanta in 1880 and 1885 we have 
the following :

BEAR P. O., ARK., May 14, 1885. 
Editor Manufacturers’ Record: 

Perhaps your readers would like to hear 
something about this section of country, and 
while I am not much given to writing, I will 
endeavor to tell something of the great min- 
eral resources of this part of Arkansas.
